New confirmed H1N1 cases for St. Maarten 

~ H1N1 virus fairly contained in Netherlands Antilles ~ 


PHILIPSBURG--St. 
Maarten has two new 
confirmed cases of the 
influenza vims A H1N1, 
according to National 
Epidemiologist Dr. Izzy 
Gerstenbluth. 

In a press conference held 
by the Preventive Health 
Department (PHD) on 
Monday, Dr. Gerstenbluth 
announced the latest statistics 
on the spread of the vims 
throughout the Netherlands 
Antilles, noting that there 
had been 28 confirmed cases 
over the last three months. 

In St. Maarten, he said, there 
were a total of 10 confirmed 
cases, in Curasao there 
were 13, Bonaire four and 
St. Eustatius one. The two 
new infected persons in 
St. Maarten, confirmed on 
Sunday, are already in the 
recovery phase. 

According to PHD Acting 
Head Maria Henry, their 
infection was travel-related. 
While on a cmise that made 
stops in Mexico, Panama 
and Miami, amongst other 
places, two 12-year-old boys 
were infected with the vims 
before returning to the island. 
Henry also noted that of the 
10 cases on the island, six 


had been cluster-distributed 
and four travel-related. 

“The 28 confirmed cases 
in the Netherlands Antilles 
are already in recovery, so 
the situation of the spread 
of the H1N1 vims is fairly 
contained. While it has been 
realised in the Netherlands 
Antilles that the extent of the 
vims is not severe, preventive 
measures are being stepped 
up to deter mutation of the 
vims that could result in a 
worse variation, Gerstenbluth 
said. 

In addition. Sector Health 
Care Affairs (SHCA) 
Director Jorien Wuite noted 
that as a possible peak 
period was nearing with 
persons returning from travel 
abroad during the holiday 
and youngsters returning 
to school, PHD was taking 
preparatory measures for a 
possible influx of the vims. 

A cross section of health 
care providers met Monday 
afternoon to evaluate areas 
of the current awareness 
campaign that were in need 
of strengthening or adjusting. 
Noting that deploying 
resources in the past weeks 
and weeks to come had been 
challenging in terms of staff, 


funds, logistics, etc., these 
areas were discussed. 

In terms of strengthening 
existing protocols in the 
coming weeks, logistics will 
be analysed, ensuring that 
tests and samples are taken 
effectively and transported 
adequately via Curasao to 
Rotterdam, the Netherlands. 
Alternatives will also be 
explored for obtaining results 
more swiftly. 

Communication will be 
intensified in coming days, 
Wuite said. The Government 
Information Service 

sought a more intensified 
communication campaign 
that was approved by the 
Executive Council two weeks 
ago. This has made more 
funds available to update the 
awareness campaign. 

Keen attention will also be 
placed on returning travellers, 
sensitising the public once 
again on the measures 
they should take, such as 
observing possible symptoms 
of the vims and remaining 
isolated if possibly infected. 
Wuite noted that Princess 
Juliana International Airport 
had submitted a report 
on its updated preventive

life’s Pauses - Peri, Andro and Meno

Medically, menopause 
is defined as: when you have 
not had a menstruation in a year. 
In fact, Menopause is really 
the end of a long, slow process 
called perimenopause, marked 
by changes in a woman’s body. 
Menopause is a normal part of a 
woman’s life, just like puberty. 
A woman’s ovaries in her mid- 
30 begin to change how much 
estrogen and progesterone they 
produce. These two female 
hormones are both important 
for normal menstrual cycles and 
successful pregnancy. 

In our clinic, when I 
inform women between 35 and 
50years old that the symptoms 
they are feeling, which seem 
to be Premenstrual Syndrome 
(PMS) are actually “Pre” or Peri¬ 
menopause symptoms. Many 
women remark that since they 
are not over fifty, this cannot be! 
Although, the current average age 
of menopause is about 52. The 
age span is usually from 45 to 55. 
However, symptoms of the body’s 
changes during perimenopause 
can begin in the late 30”s and last 
up to thirteen years! 

Statistics indicate that 
approximately one in a hundred 
women goes through menopause 
at age 40 or younger. Early 
menopause can occur as a result 
of surgery, for example, when a 
woman has a hysterectomy or 
uterine removal with ovarian 
removal. According to some 
experts, early menopause can 
also be caused by various factors, 
such as an autoimmune disorder 
related to poor nutrition or chronic 


stress resulting in the production 
of anti-ovarian antibodies. 

Menopausal symptoms 
include hot flashes, mood swings, 
heart palpitations, insomnia, 
anxiety, depression, weight gain, 
low or lost libido and inability 
to concentrate. Becoming less 
able to handle daily tasks for 
women, who are masters at 
juggling or multi-tasking, may 
come as a surprise and cause 
feelings of inadequacy or 
frustration.

Medical 
researchers have documented 
that while some women simply 
stop menstruating and have no 
symptoms whatsoever, 85 percent 
will experience some degree 
of hot flashes. As a medical 
anthropologist, I can tell you 
some cultures, such as traditional 
Navahos, exhibited and reported 
few symptoms of menopause. 
Moreover, socioeconomic 

status was strongly correlated to 
menopausal women’s experience 
of symptoms. Women in higher 
income brackets showed an 
elevated rate of symptoms. This 
study indicates that psychological 
factors, rather than physical 
ones, may strongly determine 
menopausal symptoms. Belief 
systems, feelings and attitude 
can go a long in affecting many 
health concerns. 

Major factors 
influencing a woman’s emotional 


and physical passage through the 
change of life include: personal 
health and childbearing history, 
health of her female ancestors 
and living female relatives, past 
and present dietary habits, past 
and present tobacco and alcohol 
use, medications, exercise, life 
style, stress and self-esteem. 
Another very influential factor is 
the amount of circulating glucose 
and insulin in the blood stream. 

Many women have been 
led to believe that there is a cure 
for menopause by using estrogen 
or other forms of hormone 
replacement therapy (HRT). 
New medical findings have 
proven that synthetic hormone 
replacement may do women more 
harm than good.

A simple to use at home “fertility 
scope” can be effective in keeping 
track of a perimenopausal 
woman’s changing cycles. Herbs 
such as Dong Quai, Red Chestnut, 
Rhodiola, DG-Licorice and 
Kudzu have long been known for 
menopausal and perimenopausal 
support as well as B vitamins. 

Since women’s hormone 
levels vary greatly, natural 
alternatives work best when used 
under professional guidance. 


Some women should not use 
estrogen. Some need DHEA or 
testosterone, a hormone found 
in men, as well. Hormone levels 
can fluctuate greatly during 
menopause and women may 
need test their hormone levels 
and adjust their hormone therapy 
throughout the change. Accurate, 
comprehensive tests are available 
from laboratories specializing in 
hormones using saliva or blood 
spot rather than a tube of blood.

NEW YORK (Reuters) - Stocks rose on Tuesday as a solid 
profit from Caterpillar Inc (CAT.N) overcame some uneasiness 
about the company’s outlook for the current quarter, but the 
gains were limited as some investors paused following the 
recent earnings-fiieled run-up. 

Trading was choppy, with the broader market initially charging 
higher after the open and the benchmark S&P 500 (.SPX) hitting 
a fresh 2009 intraday high as it extended its rebound from the 
12-year closing low of early March. 

A late push helped the Nasdaq eke out a small gain for its 10th 
straight winning session, the longest in 12 years. 

With Apple Inc (AAPL.O), the maker of the iPhone, posting a 
stronger-than-expected profit after the bell and its stock rising 
3.4 percent in late trade, Wednesday could be another banner

day for the Nasdaq. 

Drugmaker Merck & Co (MRK.N), a Dow component, was 
among bellwethers with encouraging profit reports on Tuesday. 
But that profit optimism collided with a dose of reality as heavy 
equipment maker Caterpillar, another Dow component, warned 
the current quarter could be tough. 

In addition, U.S. Federal Reserve Chairman Ben Bernanke 
said in testimony before a congressional panel that mounting 
joblessness, slumping home values and tight credit were likely 
to curb consumer spending — a major driver of U.S. economic 
growth and corporate profits. 

“People can get a bit euphoric with a couple of positive economic 
numbers and earnings ... but you’re going to have to see how 
this pans out over the long term,” said Stephen Carl, principal 
and head of U.S. equity trading at The Williams Capital Group 
in New York. 

“I think you do a little profit-taking now, go through the summer 
and see how the rest of second-quarter earnings come out, and 
then kind of ascertain what’s going on after that.” 

The Dow Jones industrial average (.DJI) gained 67.79 points, 
or 0.77 percent, to 8,915.94. The Standard & Poor’s 500 Index 
(.SPX) rose 3.45 points, or 0.36 percent, to 954.58. The Nasdaq 
Composite Index (.IXIC) added 6.91 points, or 0.36 percent, to 
1,916.20 — a closing high for the year.

The S&P 500 is now up 41 percent from the 12-year closing 

low of March 9. 

Shares of Caterpillar, up 7.8 percent at $39.46, provided the 
Dow’s top boost, but finished below the day’s high after the 
company said it expected the third quarter to be the year’s 
weakest and “extremely challenging. 

Merck said second-quarter earnings fell, hurt by lower sales 
of its cholesterol drugs, but income from partnerships and a 
rebound in sales of asthma drug Singulair helped the drugmaker 
beat profit forecasts. The stock, up 6.1 percent at $29.65, ranked 
as the Dow’s second-biggest advancer. The pharmaceuticals 
index (.DRG) was up 1.6 percent. 

But shares of United Technologies Corp (UTX.N), a diversified 
manufacturer, fell 1.8 percent to $53.97 after it posted a 23

Improved 
icoBoost engine

DEARBORN, Mich. - Ford 
Motor Co. said Tuesday that 
it will offer a four-cylinder 
EcoBoost engine for some of 
its vehicles starting next year, 
an effort to provide greater 
fuel economy to consumers 
without compromising on 
horsepower. 

At a showcase of the 
company’s 2010 model lineup, 
Barb Samardzich, Ford’s 
vice president for global 
powertrain engineering, said 
the 1-4 EcoBoost two-liter, 
four-cylinder engine will 
make a vehicle perform like 
one carrying a six-cylinder 
engine. 

Ford executives did not say 
which vehicles will carry the 
1-4 EcoBoost. Ford developed 
the EcoBoost engines as way 
to achieve 20 percent better 
fuel economy, and currently 
offers a six-cylinder version 
in some cars — such as the 
Ford Flex — which allows for 
eight-cylinder performance. 
A vehicle with an EcoBoost 
engine costs a few thousand 
dollars more than the 
traditional engine vehicle, 
with prices varying based on 
the model. 

The company is targeting 
having the improved engines 
in 90 percent of its product 
lineup by 2013. 

“Today we see it as a premium 
engine,” said Derrick Kuzak, 
Ford’s vice president for 
global product development, 
regarding availability of 
EcoBoost. “As we expand it 
will be the volume engine.” 
Company CEO Alan 
Mulally said that Ford’s 
“transformation” plan, which 
includes bringing the new 
engine to market, among 
other manufacturing and 
product improvements, is 
fully financed. He said Ford 
has sufficient liquidity to 
bring other new vehicles to 
market in a challenging auto 
sales climate. 

“We’re following our plan 
exactly,” he said. 

Ford is scheduled to report 
second-quarter results 

Thursday. □ 
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Bernanke says Fed can 
take on supercop role

WASHINGTON - Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke ran into skepticism 
Tuesday from lawmakers 
wary of expanding the Fed’s 
duties to police big financial 
companies. They argued that 
the Fed failed to spot problems 
that led to the financial crisis 
in the first place. 

“The Fed has made some big 
mistakes,” said Rep. Spencer 
Bachus, R-Ala., ranking 
member of the House F inancial 
Services Committee. 

An Obama administration 
proposal to make the Fed 
the supercop of globally 
interconnected financial 
companies would be “just 
inviting a false sense of 
security that inevitably will be 
shattered at the expense of the 
taxpayer,” Bachus warned. 
Bernanke countered that the 
administration’s proposal 
would be a “modest 
reorientation” of the Fed’s 
powers, not a great expansion 
of them. 

The Fed boss sought to assure 
investors and Congress that the 
central bank will be able to reel 
in its extraordinary economic 
stimulus and prevent a flare 
up of inflation once a recovery 
is firmly rooted. Still, any 
such steps will be far off in 
the future. The central bank’s 
focus remains “fostering 


economic recovery,” he said. 
Bernanke also worked to 
beat back an administration 
proposal to create a new 
consumer protection regulator 
for financial services and strip 
some of those duties from 
the central bank. The House 
panel delayed a committee 
vote on that legislation until 
September. 

Consumer groups and 
lawmakers have blamed the 
Fed for failing to crack down 
early on dubious mortgages 
practices that fed the housing 
boom and figured into its 
collapse. Later this week, 
the Fed will issue a proposal 
to boost disclosures on 
mortgages and home equity 
lines of credit. It also will 
include new rules governing 
the compensation of mortgage 
originators. 

Bernanke also argued against 
congressional proposals 
to let the Government 
Accountability Office, 

Congress’ investigative arm, 
audit the central bank. He 
feared that audits that delve 
into the Fed’s interest-rate 
decisions could compromise 
its independence in setting 
interest-rate policies. 

“A perceived loss of monetary 
policy independence could 
raise fears about future 
inflation,” he warned. 

Rep. Ron Paul, R-Texas, a 
frequent Fed critic, rejected 


that argument and said the 
Fed already makes political 
calculations. 

“Just the fact that (the Fed) 
can issue a lot of loans and 
special privileges to banks 
and corporations,” Paul said. 
“That’s political.” 

Rep. Bill Posey, R-Fla., who 
wants the Fed to be more 
open, argued that some people 
rightly say “you can find out 
more about the operations of 
the CIA, than the Fed. The 
public has the right to know.” 
Bernanke’s term expires 
early next year, and President 
Barack Obama will have to 
decide whether to reappoint 
him. The Fed chief’s 
innovative policies have been 
credited with pulling the 
economy from the edge of the 
abyss last year. 

But those actions also have 
touched off criticism about 
putting taxpayers at risk and 
whether the government 
should be cleaning up Wall 
Street messes. 

Bernanke again pledged to 
keep its key bank lending 


rate at a record low near zero 
for an “extended period.” 
Economists predict rates will 
stay at record lows through 
the rest of this year. 

Laying out a plan now to 
unwind the Fed’s stimulus 
could give Bernanke more 
leeway to hold rates at record 
lows to brace the economy. 
It could ease investors’ fears 
that the Fed’s aggressive steps 
to end the longest recession 
since World War II could spur 
inflation later on. 

“It is important to assure the 
public and the markets that the 
extraordinary policy measures 
we have taken in response to 
the financial crisis and the 
recession can be withdrawn in

a smooth and timely manner 
as needed, thereby avoiding 
the risk that policy stimulus 
could lead to a future rise in 
inflation,” Bernanke said. 
“We are confident that we 
have the necessary tools to 
implement that strategy when 
appropriate.” 

But House committee 
chairman Barney Frank, D- 
Mass., said it is important that 
the Fed not take those actions 
“prematurely” and snuff out a 
recovery. 

Nigel Gault, economist at IHS 
Global Insight, said Bernanke 
wanted to send Congress a 
clear message: “Our monetary 
exit strategy is ready. Don’t 
try to interfere with it.” Q

LOS ANGELES - At the 
end of the drearily formulaic 
romantic comedy “The Ugly 
Truth,” as our two leads are 
finally admitting they’ve fallen 
for each other (no spoilers 
here, folks), Katherine Heigl’s 
character asks Gerard Butler’s 
why he’s in love with her. 
Basically, he says he has no 
idea, only he phrases it with a 
word we can’t reprint here. 
Our sentiments exactly. 
Obviously, in a battle-of-the- 
sexes comedy like this, the 
guy and the girl who hate each 
other at the beginning realize 
they’re meant for each other 
by the end. But there’s nothing 
even remotely likable, much 
less lovable, about Heigl’s 
Abby Richter.

much greater success writing 
female characters in “Legally 
Blonde” and “The House 
Bunny,” and first-timer Nicole 
Eastman. 

Robert Luketic, who also did 
better work with “Legally 
Blonde,” directs the slapstick 
antics in rather unspectacular 
fashion. A scene in which 
Abby has an accidental 
orgasm during a dinner with 
her bosses just falls flat. 

That gag exemplifies one of 
the movie’s chief problems. 
“The Ugly Truth” strains to 
distinguish itself from the 
other movies of the genre 
with graphically sexual and 
profane dialogue; rather than 
being offensive or amusing, 
the approach feels like a 
transparent and desperate 
attempt at being edgy. 

Butler’s brash Mike Chadway 
has made a bit of a name for 
himself in town as host of the 
cable-access show “The Ugly 
Truth,” in which he spits out 
misogynistic dating advice 
and abuses callers. When 
Abby’s station hires him to 
do his shtick in an effort to 
boost ratings, he and Abby 
immediately clash. Naturally, 
that will change. 

Not only does he tell her what 
to say and do when she lands a 
date with Colin (Eric Winter), 
her too-good-to-be-true doctor 
neighbor, he also oversees her 
obligatory makeover, getting 
her out of conservative jeans 
and sweaters and into va-va- 
voomy dresses and heels. 



So it’s a retread of both 
“Pygmalion” and “Cyrano 
de Bergerac,” but “The Ugly 
Truth” settles down some and 
becomes vaguely tolerable 
in these scenes when Mike 
and Abby banter about 
relationships. 

Mike’s rough charms work 
on everyone, including the 
station’s bickering husband- 
and-wife anchor team, played 
by John Michael Higgins and 
Cheryl Hines in a waste of both 
actors’ capabilities. Because 
deep down, of course, he’s 
just as vulnerable and in need 
of love as everyone else. 
Butler’s regular-guyness 
makes the character more 
likable than he should be;

AP NewsBreak: Palin 
implicated in ethics probe

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) —An independent 
investigator has found evidence that Gov. Sarah 
Palin, the former Republican vice presidential 
candidate, may have violated ethics laws by 
trading on her position as she sought money for 
lawyer fees, in her latest legal distraction as she 
prepares to leave office this week. 

The report obtained by The Associated Press 
says Palin was securing unwarranted benefits 
and receiving improper gifts through the Alaska 
Fund Trust, set up by supporters. 

An investigator for the state Personnel Board 
says in his July 14 report that there is probable 
cause to believe Palin used or attempted to use 
her official position for personal gain because 
she authorized the creation of the trust as her 
legal defense fund. 

The practical effect of the ruling on Palin will 
be more financial than anything else. The 
report recommends that Palin refuse to accept 
payment from the defense fund, and that the 
complaint be resolved without a formal hearing 
before the board. That allows her to resolve the 
issue without a formal ethics reprimand. 

Palin posted an entry on Twitter in which she 
said the “matter is still pending,” a statement 
echoed by her lawyer. 


The fund aims to help Palin pay off debts 
stemming from multiple ethics complaints 
against her, most of which have been dismissed. 
Palin says she owes more than $500,000 in 
legal fees, and she cited the mounting toll of 
the ethics probes as one of the reasons she is 
leaving office on Sunday. 

Kristan Cole, the fund’s trustee, said organizers 
have frozen the fund pending the personnel 
board’s review. Politicians are routinely allowed 
to have such funds to pay off legal bills, but 
quirks in Alaska law can present ethics issues. 
The investigator, Thomas Daniel, sided with 
Palin in her frustration with having to defend 
herself against a barrage of ethics complaints. 
He suggested that Alaska lawmakers may need 
to create a law that reimburses public officials 
for legal expenses to defend complaints that 
end up being unfounded. 

Palin’s friends and supporters created the 
Alaska Fund Trust in April, limiting donations 
to $150 per person. Organizers declined to 
say how much it has raised, and had hoped to 
raise about $500,000. A Webathon last month 
brought in about $130,000 in pledges. 

In his report, Daniel said his interpretation 
of the ethics act is consistent with common 
sense.

AP-GfK Poll: Great hopes 
for Obama fade to reality

WASHINGTON (AP) — The hope and optimism that washed 
over the U.S. in the opening months of Barack Obama’s 
presidency are giving way to harsh realities. 

An Associated Press-GfK Poll shows that a majority of 
Americans are back to thinking that the country is headed in the 
wrong direction after a fleeting period in which more thought it 
was on the right track. 

Obama still has a solid 55 percent approval rating — better than 
Bill Clinton and about even with George W. Bush six months 
into their presidencies — but there are growing doubts about 
whether he can succeed at some of the biggest items on his to- 
do list. And there is a growing sense that he is trying to tackle 
too much too soon. 

The number of people who think Obama can improve the 
economy is down a sobering 19 percentage points from the 
euphoric days just before his inauguration.

Associated Press 
fund, he wrote. “In contrast, 
Governor Palin is able to 
generate donations because 


of the fact that she is a 
public official and a public 
figure.

The ethics complaint was 
filed by Eagle River resident 
Kim Chatman shortly 
after the fund was created, 
alleging Palin was misusing 
her official position and 
accepting improper gifts. 
“It’s an absolute shame 
that she would continue to 
keep the Alaska Fund Trust 
Web site up and running,” 
Chatman told the AP. 

At least 19 ethics complaints 
have been filed against 
Palin, most of them after 
she was named the running 
mate for Republican 
presidential candidate John 
McCain. Most of those 
have been dismissed, and 
Palin’s office usually sends 
a news release with the 


announcement. 

The multiple ethics 
complaints include an 
investigation by state 
lawmakers over Palin’s 
firing of her public safety 
commissioner. 

John Coale, a Washington 
lawyer who helped set 
up the fund, called the 
probable cause finding 
“crazy,” adding that if 
upheld, it would mean that 
no governor could ever 
defend themselves against 
frivolous ethics complaints. 
“If this complaint is true, 
there’s no way to defend 
yourself’ as governor, 
Coale said. 

“Anybody can keep filing 
ethics complaints and drive 
someone out of office even 
if you’re a nut.” 

Coale said that unlike other 
states, Alaska’s governor 
has no legal counsel’s office 
to defend the governor from 
allegations brought against 
the governor in her official

The same for expectations 
about creating jobs. Also 
down significantly: the share 
of people who think he can 
reduce the deficit, remove 
troops from Iraq and improve 
respect for the U.S. around the 
world, all slipping 15 points. 
On overhauling health care, 
a signature issue for Obama, 
hopes for success are down a 
lesser 6 points. 

Add it all up, and does it mean 
Obama has lost his luck? Has 
yes-we-can, his succesful 
campaign slogan, morphed 
into maybe? 

“I think it’s just reality,” said 
Sandy Smith, a 48-year-old 
public relations worker. “He’s 
not Superman, right?” 

Indeed, it’s not unusual for 
approval ratings to slide once 
presidents actually get to work. 
They’re pulled down by things 
going on in the real world, by 
people who don’t agree with 
the ways they’re addressing 
problems, by criticism from 
political opponents. 

In Obama’s case, the problems 
he’s confronting domestically 
and internationally are legion, 
and his ability to blame them 
on his predecessor is fading. 
Challenges still abound 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. 
Unemployment, at 7.6 percent 
in January, hit 9.5 percent 
in June and is expected to 
keep rising well into next 
year. Almost 4 percent of 
homeowners with mortgages 
are in foreclosure, and an 
additional 8 percent are at 
least a month behind on 
payments — the highest levels 
since the Great Depression of 
the 1930s. The president is 
deep into the debate over how 
to overhaul the U.S. health 
care system, and people are 
nervous about how their own 


health insurance could be 
affected. Obama’s critics are 
accusing him of conducting 
a risky “grand experiment” 
that will hurt the economy and 
could force millions to drop 
their current coverage. 

It is all taking a toll on 
expectations. The number of 
people who think it is realistic 
to expect at least some 
noticeable improvement in the 
economy during Obama’s first 
year in office dropped from 
27 percent in January to 16 
percent in the latest survey. 
There’s been slippage, as 
well, in how people view the 
president personally, although 
he is still well regarded. 
About two-thirds now think 
he understands the problems 
of ordinary Americans, 
down from 81 percent in 
January. Sixty-nine percent 
think he’s a strong leader, off 
from 78 percent before the 
inauguration. 

“He doesn’t know enough 
about any of this,” says 
Michelle Kelsey, a 37-year- 
old student, who gives Obama 
a three for leadership on a 10- 
point scale. But then again, 
Kelsey says, “Nobody could 
have done better.” 

“I just feel like people haven’t 
given him enough time. It’s 
going to take longer for the 
economy to come around.” 

It’s not just Obama who is 
feeling the drag. Approval 
of Congress — already low 
— has gotten lower, slipping 
6 percentage points to 32 
percent. 

Overall, the number of people 
who think the country is going 
in the wrong direction hit 54 
percent in the latest AP-GfK 
poll, up from 46 percent in 
June. 

That is not necessarily 
surprising. In years past, the 
public has tended to be more 


pessimistic than optimistic 
about the country’s future. 
Recent exceptions have been 
short-lived, at the start of 
the Iraq war, after the Sept. 
11 attacks in 2001, after the 
capture of Saddam Hussein 
in Iraq and late in the Clinton 
administration. 


Perhaps most troubling 
for Obama may be where 
he is losing ground. His 
approval rating was down 
9 points among Americans 
overall but 20 percent among 
independents. Similarly, the 
increase in those who think the 
country is headed in the wrong 


direction came mostly from 
independents and Democrats. 
Dissatisfaction among 

independents grew 

disproportionately on Obama’s 
handling of a range of issues,

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Barack Obama 
remained on the offensive 
Tuesday on the pace and shape 
of legislation reinventing 
health care in the U.S. against 
stiffening opposition from 
Republicans and growing 
wariness among rank-and-file 
congressional Democrats. 
With a self-imposed deadline 
for action in jeopardy, the 


Democratic leadership juggled 
complaints from conservatives 
demanding additional cost 
savings, first-term lawmakers 
upset with proposed tax 
increases and objections from 
members of the rank-and- 
file opposed to allowing the 
government to sell insurance 
in competition with private 
industry. 

Speaker Nancy Pelosi vowed 
weeks ago that the House 
would vote by the end of July 
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on legislation to meet two 
goals established by Obama 
months ago. 

The president wants legislation 
to extend health coverage 
to the tens of millions who 
now lack it, at the same time 
it restrains the growth in the 
cost of health care far into the 
future. 

The United States is the only 
major industiralzed nation 
that lacks a comprehensive 
national national health care 
plan. Most Americans rely on 
private halth insuranc epartly 
funded by their employers, 
which they lose if they lose 
their job. 

“No one wants to tell the 
speaker that she’s moving too 
fast and they damn sure don’t 
want to tell the president,” 
Rep. Charles Rangel, a 
key Democratic committee 
chairman, told a fellow 
lawmaker as the two walked 
into a closed-door meeting. 
The remark was overheard by 
reporters. 

The president also has vowed 
that the legislation will not 
swell the deficit, although a 
senior administration official 
told reporters Tuesday that 
the pledge does not apply 
to an estimated $245 billion 
to increase fees for doctors 
serving elderly Medicare 
patients over the next decade. 
Peter Orszag, the White House 
budget director, said that was 
because the administration 
always assumed the money 
would be spent to avert a 
scheduled cut of 21 percent in 


doctor’s fees. 

At the White House, Obama 
and moderate and conservative 
Democrats verbally agreed 
on “some type of hybrid of a 
Medicare advisory council,” 
said Democratic Rep. Mike 
Ross. Obama last week urged 
lawmakers to adopt something 
along those lines, saying it 
would slow the growth in 
the health care program for 
seniors. 

But increasingly, it appeared 
that the best Democrats could 
hope for this summer would 
be a vote in the full House 
by the end of the month, and 
some sort of agreement on a 
bipartisan plan in the Senate 
before lawmakers head home 
for their summer vacation. 
Even that remained a difficult 
challenge, though. 

At the White House, Obama 
clearly had Republicans in 
mind, not Democrats, when 
he demanded action. 

“So I understand that some 
will try to delay action until 
the special interests can kill it 
while others will simply focus 
on scoring political points,” 
the president said. “We’ve 
done that before. And we can 
choose to follow that playbook 
again, and then we’ll never 
get over the goal line and will 
face an even greater crisis in 
the years to come.” 

Obama has spoken in public 
nearly every day for more 
than a week on the issue, some 
times more than once. At the 
same time Republicans have 
upped the political stakes. 
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On Monday, Michael Steele, 
the Republican chairman, 
likened Obama’s proposals 
on health care to socialism, 
and said the chief executive 
wanted to conduct a “risky 
experiment” that will damage 
the nation’s economy and 
force millions to lose the 
coverage they now have. 

Last week, Republican Sen. 
Jim DeMint was quoted as 
telling fellow conservatives, 
“If we’re able to stop Obama 
on this, it will be his Waterloo. 
It will break him,” a reference 
to the site of French Emperor 
Napoleon’s defeat in 1815. 
Given the struggle, the polls 
show slippage for Obama, 
although he remains popular. 
Still, with details unsettled and 
Democrats in disagreement, 
the president is battling the 
impression if not the reality 
that his proposal is stalled. 

He met at the White House 
during the day with moderate 
and conservative Democrats 
whose call for additional cost 
savings has slowed work in the 
House Energy and Commerce 
Committee. The panel is the 
only one of three that has yet 
to approve its portion of the 
legislation. 

Separately, nearly two dozen 
first-term lawmakers have 
called for changes in tax 
increases in the legislation that 
would apply to individuals 
making more than $280,000 
a year and couples over 
$350,000. 

In a measure of the complexity 
of the task, Orszag said 
conservative Democrats had 
reacted favorably to proposals 
to create an independent 
commission to recommend 
future increases in health 
care provider payments under 
Medicare. 

It is one of only a few proposals 
in circulation that officials say 
has the ability to restrain the 
skyrocketing growth of health 
care costs. □ 
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Charges dropped against black Harvard scholar

BOSTON (AP)—Prosecutors 
dropped a disorderly conduct 
charge Tuesday against 
prominent black scholar 
Henry Louis Gates Jr., who 
was arrested at his home near 
Harvard University after a 
report of a break-in. 

The city of Cambridge 
issued a statement saying the 
arrest “was regrettable and 
unfortunate,” and police and 
Gates agreed that dropping the 
charge was a just resolution. 
“This incident should not be 
viewed as one that demeans 
the character and reputation 
of professor Gates or the 
character of the Cambridge 
Police Department,” the 
statement said. 

Supporters say Gates — the 
director of Harvard’s W.E.B. 
Du Bois Institute for African 
and African American 
Research — was the victim of 
racial profiling. 

One of them, the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, was unsatisfied with 
the resolution. 

“The charges have been 
dropped, but the stain remains. 

Humiliation remains,” 
Jackson said. “These incidents 
are so much of a national 
pattern on race.” 

Gates declined to comment 
Tuesday, and his lawyer, 
fellow Harvard scholar Charles 
Ogletree, did not immediately 
return a request to comment 
on the charge being dropped. 
Officers responded to the home 


Gates rents from Harvard after 
a woman reported seeing “two 
black males with backpacks on 
the porch,” one of whom was 
“wedging his shoulder into 
the door as if he was trying 
to force entry,” according to a 
police report. 

Ogletree said the professor had 
returned from a trip overseas 
with a driver, found his front¬ 
door jammed and had to force 
it open. He was already inside, 
calling the company that 
manages the property, when 
police arrived. 

Police said the 58-year-old 
Gates was arrested after he 
yelled at an officer, accused 
him of racial bias and refused 
to calm down after the officer 
demanded Gates show him 
identification to prove he lived 
in the home. 

Ogletree said Gates showed his 
driver’s license and Harvard 
ID — both with his photos 
— and repeatedly asked for 
the name and badge number 
of the officer, who refused. He 
followed the officer as he left 
his house onto his front porch, 
where he was arrested. 

Gates joined the Harvard 
faculty in 1991 and holds one 
of 20 prestigious “university 
professors” positions at the 
school. 

He also was host of “African 
American Lives,” a PBS show 
about the family histories of 
prominent U.S. blacks. In 
1997, he was named by Time 
magazine as one of the 25 
most influential Americans. □

‘is back’ in Asia

BANGKOK (AP) — On her 
second trip to Asia as U.S. 
secretary of state, Hillary 
Rodham Clinton is carrying 
a no-nonsense message about 
American intentions. 

“The United States is back,” 
she declared Tuesday upon 
arrival in the Thai capital. 

By that she means the 
administration of President 
Barack Obama thinks it’s 
time to show Asian nations 
that the United States is not 
distracted by its wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan and intends 
to broaden and deepen its 
partnerships in this region. 
Clinton was trumpeting 
that line Wednesday in an 
appearance with a prominent 
TV personality before flying 
to a seaside resort at Phuket 
for two days of international 
meetings to discuss North 
Korea, Myanmar and a range 
of other regional issues. 
Clinton says she would, as 
previously announced, sign 
ASEAN’s seminal Treaty of 
Amity and Cooperation, a 
commitment to peacefully 
resolve regional disputes that 
has already been signed by 
more than a dozen countries 
outside the 10-nation bloc. 

The U.S. signing will be by 
the executive authority of 
Obama and does not require 
congressional ratification, said 
a senior administration official 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he was 


not authorized to discuss the 
move publicly. 

The administration of 
President George W. Bush had 
declined to sign the document; 
Obama sees it as a symbolic 
underscoring of the U.S. 
commitment to Asia. 

On her arrival in Bangkok on 
Tuesday, Clinton reiterated 
Obama administration 

concerns that North Korea, 
already a threat to the U.S. and 
its neighbors with its history 
of illicit sales of missiles and 
nuclear technology, is now 
developing ties to Myanmar’s 
military dictatorship. 

Clinton held out the possibility 
of offering North Korea a new 
set of incentives to return to 
negotiating a dismantling of its 
nuclear program if it shows a 
“willingness to take a different 
path.” But she admitted there 
is little immediate chance of 
that. 

A Clinton aide said the United 
States and its allies are looking 
for a commitment by North 
Korea that would irreversibly 
end its nuclear weapons 
program. The aide, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
to discuss internal U.S. 
government deliberations, 
said there is no sign that North 
Korea intends to make such a 
move, keeping the U.S. focus 
on enforcing expanded U.N. 
sanctions. 

In her remarks about a 
po s sible My anmar-N orth 

Korea connection, Clinton did 
not refer explicitly to a nuclear 


link but made clear that the 
ties are disconcerting. 

“We know there are also 
growing concerns about 
military cooperation between 
North Korea and Burma which 
we take very seriously,” she 
said at a news conference in 
the Thai capital. 

“It would be destabilizing 
for the region, it would pose 
a direct threat to Burma’s 
neighbors,” she said, adding 
that as a treaty ally of Thailand, 
the United States takes the 
matter seriously. 

Later, a senior administration 
official said Washington is 
concemedaboutthepossibility 
that North Korea could be 
cooperating with Myanmar 
on a nuclear weapons 
program, but he added that 
U.S. intelligence information 
on this is incomplete. The 
official spoke on condition 
of anonymity because of the 
sensitive nature of the matter. 
The United States, in a joint 
effort with South Korea, 
Japan, China and Russia, 
is attempting to use U.N. 
sanctions as leverage to 
compel North Korea to return 
to the negotiating table over 
its nuclear program. A major 
element of the international 
concern about North Korea 
is the prospect of nuclear 
proliferation, which could 
lead to a nuclear arms race in 
Asia and beyond. 

Clinton spoke to reporters 
after meeting with Thai Prime 
Minister Abhisit Vejjajiva at 
the outset of a three-day visit 
to Thailand. 

Clinton sharply criticized the 
military rulers of Myanmar 
for human rights abuses, 
“particularly violent actions 
that are attributed to the 
Burmese military concerning 
the mistreatment and abuse of 
young girls.” 

She said an Obama 
administration policy review 
on Myanmar is on hold 
pending the outcome of the 
trial of democracy leader 
Aung San Suu Kyi, who is 
accused of violating the terms 
of her house arrest. 

The Noble Peace Prize laureate 
faces up to five years in prison 
if convicted, as expected. □

Israeli Prime Minister 

Benjamin Netanyahu has 
said he would not build any 
new settlements, but that 
construction must be permitted 
inside existing settlements to 
accommodate what he calls 
“natural growth” in their 
populations.

Bank and east Jerusalem — 
areas captured by Israel in the 
1967 Mideast war and claimed 
by the Palestinians as part of a 
future independent state. 
Israeli officials and former 
White House official 
Eliot Abrams have cited a 
series of written and oral 
understandings reached with 
the Bush administration that 
appear to permit limited 
settlement construction. 
Speaking to foreign 
reporters, Meridor, who is 
one of six deputy premiers 
under Netanyahu, said it 
was important for these 
understandings to be honored. 
Otherwise, it would raise 
questions about the legitimacy 
of future agreements, he said. 
“We never had an 
agreement with the previous 
administration. We had an 


agreement with America,” he 
added. “The agreement we had 
with the Americans is binding 
on us and them ... They should 
keep to the agreement.” 
Netanyahu, known for 
hard-line views toward the 
Palestinians, recently endorsed 
the U.S. goal of establishing 
a Palestinian state alongside 
Israel as part of a peace deal, 
though shackled by conditions. 
However, the Palestinians, 
encouraged by the firm U.S. 
stance on settlements, have 
refused to resume talks until 
Netanyahu halts settlement 
construction. 

“What is required from Israel 
is to freeze all settlement 
activity,” Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas said in the 
West Bank Tuesday. “When 
Israel meets these demands, 
we will be ready to go to the 
final negotiations.” 

The EU issued a statement 
Tuesday calling on Israel 
to stop what it termed 
“provocative” actions in 
Jerusalem, like demolition 
of some Palestinian homes. 
These, “combined with the 
increase in settlement activity 
in east Jerusalem, further 
threaten the chances of peace,” 
the statement said. 

Jerusalem city hall has said 
that the destroyed homes were 
built without permits. 

Meridor hoped the differences 
over restarting peace talks 
would soon be bridged. 


“In the coming weeks, I think 
that we will see, I certainly 
hope so, the resumption 
of negotiations,” he said. 
He noted that Palestinians 
conducted three years of 
negotiations with Netanyahu’s 
predecessor, Ehud Olmert, 
while settlements expanded. 
As he spoke, settlers rampaged 
in the West Bank for a second

GENEVA (AP) — The Grand 
Canyon, the Matterhorn and 
the Great Barrier Reef are 
competing with 25 other 
spectacular natural landmarks 
in the final phase of the global 
poll to choose the “New 7 
Wonders of Nature.” 

The Amazon rainforest, the 
Dead Sea, Mount Kilimanjaro 
in Africa and Ecuador’s 
Galapagos islands are also 
among the finalists, the 
organization New 7 Wonders 
led by Swiss adventurer 
Bernard Weber said on 
Tuesday. 

People can vote by Internet or 
phone. 

The winners will be announced 
in 2011 and share in the glory 
already enjoyed by the seven 
man-made wonders chosen 
two years ago. 

Over 1 billion people are 
expected to join in the voting, 
Weber said. 

“This campaign should 
contribute to the appreciation 
— to the knowledge — of 
our environment and not 
just the one in our country 
but worldwide,” he told The 


Associated Press. “If we or 
our children want to save 
anything, we should first 
appreciate it.” 

The finalists also include 
Azerbaijan’s Mud Volcanoes, 
Lebanon’s Jeita Grotto, 
Ireland’s Moher Cliffs and 
Germany’s Black Forest. 

A panel of experts chose 
the finalists among the 77 
nominees that gained the most 
votes in an early round of 
polling. People had suggested 
261 landmarks in countries all 
over the world. 

The panel chaired by 
Federico Mayor, former 
chief of UNESCO, the U.N. 
Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization, picked 
the finalists depending 
on geographical balance, 
diversity and the importance 
to human life. 

Weber said he was happy the 
nominees included places that 
lie in more than one country, 
such as the Dead Sea or the 
Amazon rainforest, which 
makes people work together 
across borders. 

High voter participation has 
come from Asian countries, 
including Indonesia, India,

Australian engulfed in flames after being Tasered

SYDNEY - A man whose relatives say had 
been sniffing gasoline burst into flames after 
a police officer Tasered him as he ran at 
officials carrying a container of fuel, police 
said Tuesday. 

The man, identified by his family as 36-year- 
old Ronald Mitchell, was in critical condition 
at a Perth hospital in Western Australia state 
following Monday’s incident in Warburton, an 
Aboriginal community 950 miles northeast of 
Perth. 

Western Australia police said they were 
responding to a complaint at a house when 
Mitchell ran outside carrying a cigarette lighter 
and a large plastic bottle containing what they 
believe was fuel. When he refused to stop 
running toward them, one officer Tasered him, 
police said in a statement. 

The man was immediately engulfed in 
flames. The officer threw him to the ground 
and smothered the blaze with his hands, the 
statement said. Mitchell was charged with 
assault to prevent arrest and possession of a 
sniffing substance. 

An 18-year-old woman threw rocks at the 


officer as he tried to help, and he was later 
treated for a cut on his head and bums to his 
hands, police said. 

The woman was charged with two counts 
of assaulting an officer, police Sgt. Graham 
Clifford said. Two others at the house were 
charged with possessing a sniffing substance. 
Mitchell’s sister, Morinda West, told The 
Australian newspaper that her brother had been 
sniffing gasoline and that when he ran out of the 
house he was carrying a lighter and an orange 
juice container full of gasoline. 

Police spokeswoman Susan Usher said Mitchell 
appeared to have received third-degree burns 
to about ten percent of his body. 

Western Australia Police Commissioner Karl 
O’Callaghan defended the officer’s actions on 
Tuesday, calling Mitchell a known gasoline 
sniffer and violent offender. 

“The police officers were concerned that they 
were going to be burnt so they deployed a 
Taser,” O’Callaghan told reporters in Perth. 
“The only other choice they would have 
had is to use a police-issue firearm and the 
circumstances would almost certainly have 
been far more grave.’Q 
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Chavez objects to Colombia’s base deal with U.S. 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez is objecting to Colombia’s 
decision to let the United States increase its military 
presence in the neighboring country. 

Chavez said Tuesday that Colombia’s plan to 
accommodate more U.S. troops at its air and naval 
bases is “a threat against us.” 

“They are surrounding Venezuela with military 
bases,” he said in a televised speech. He said he 
ordered “an entire review of our relations with 
Colombia” as a result. 

A fifth round of U.S.-Colombia negotiations on 
an accord are set for next week. Most details of 
the anticipated pact have not been divulged, but 
Colombian officials say the number of U.S. service 
personnel and civilian military contractors will not 
exceed the 1,400 mandated by the U.S. Congress. 
Chavez has often accused the United States 
of plotting to overthrow or undermine him. 
His relations with Washington remain strained 
even though he and President Barack Obama’s 
administration recently restored their ambassadors, 
seeking more dialogue. Chavez expelled the U.S. 
envoy last year, and Washington responded in 
kind. 

Colombian President Alvaro Uribe said Monday 
that his government is aiming to reach an agreement 
for what defense officials say would be the use of 
three airfields and two navy bases by U.S. forces. 


“The accord is to strengthen Colombian military 
bases, not to open U.S. bases,” Uribe said in a 
speech, saying the agreement is necessary to 
reinforce security in Colombia. 

More than $4 billion in U.S. aid since 2000 has 
helped Colombia fight leftist rebels, who rely in 
part on drug proceeds. 

Chavez dismissed Colombian statements that the 
U.S. troops are intended to fight drug trafficking. 
“God save us ... from a war. God save us, but that 
doesn’t depend on us,” Chavez said, adding that 
his message to Obama as well as his opponents 
in Venezuela and Colombia is: “Don’t make a 
mistake with us because the shot will backfire.” 
The leftist leader has had diplomatic disputes 
with Uribe’s U.S.-allied government in the past, 
but the two have repeatedly smoothed over their 
conflicts. 

Colombian Foreign Minister Jaime Bermudez said 
the bases would be used strictly for combating 
Colombia’s rebel groups and drug smugglers. 
“Some third countries have expressed some 
concern regarding the agreement. We have always 
said that this agreement applies exclusively to 
Colombia,” Bermudez said. “We are going to 
end drug trafficking and terrorism. That way, 
we Colombians are going to be free, but we are 
also going to guarantee security for the entire 
region.”Q

Krzyzewski 
will coach U.S.

LAS VEGAS - Mike 
Krzyzewski could have left 
international basketball on 
top, having returned the 
United States to its longtime 
position as the world’s best.

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Watson would need invite to U.S. PGA, if he wants it

Even though he came within 
an 8-foot putt of winning the 
British Open, Tom Watson 
didn’t sound terribly interested 
on Tuesday in playing the 
U.S. PGA Championship next 
month in Minnesota. 

First, though, he would need 
an invitation to the only major 
he never won. 

PGA of America spokesman 
Julius Mason confirmed that 
the 59-year-old Watson was 
not exempt for the U.S. PGA 
Championship, which will 
be held from Aug. 13-16 at 
Hazeltine. 

Speculation arose during 
Watson’s press conference at 
Sunningdale for the Senior 
British Open that his runner- 
up finish at Turnberry was 
enough to get into the U.S. 
PGA Championship. 

“What week is that?” Watson 
said. “I’ve got a full schedule 
coming up.” 

Told that it would be nice to 
see him win the U.S. PGA and 
complete the career Grand 
Slam, Watson chuckled and 
said, “Right now I wouldn’t 
hold my breath that I’m going 
to be playing the PGA.” 
Watson is No. 124 in the PGA 
points standings, which take 
the top 70. He moved up to No. 
105 in the world ranking, and 
the U.S. PGA Championship 
tries to get as many players as 
possible from the top 100. 
Mason said Watson would be 
considered for an invitation. 
“He’s being reviewed, along 
with other players,” Mason 
said, adding that the PGA 
would not decide on the rest 
of its exemptions until Aug. 
3. 

It already has awarded spots 
to 17-year-old Ryo Ishikawa 
of Japan and Tom Lehman, a 
former Ryder Cup captain and 
major champion who grew up 
in Minnesota. 

Watson was on the verge of 
becoming the oldest major 
champion ever when he had a 
one-shot lead playing the final 
hole at Turnberry. His 8-iron 
bounced over the green, he 
missed an 8-foot par putt, then 
wound up losing by six shots 
to Stewart Cink in a four-hole 
playoff. 

Watson has won more 
major championships on 


links courses than anyone 

— five British Opens and 
three Senior British Opens 

— which enabled him to beat 
some players younger than his 
own children. 

Hazeltine is 7,674 yards and 
plays as a par 72, with three 
of the par 5 s longer than 600 
yards. 

“There are certain courses 
that you can play and that you 
can compete on and do well,” 
Watson said. “Not all of them, 
but there are certain ones. And 
Turnberry was one for me.” 
The U.S. PGA Championship 
is the only major Watson never 
won. The closest he came was 
in 1978 at Oakmont, when he 
shot 73 in the last round and 
lost in a playoff won by John 
Mahaffey. 

He has not played in the U.S. 
PGA since 2003 at Oak Hill, 
where he shot 75-75 and 
missed the cut. □

NFL star accused of sex assault in lawsuit

RENO, Nevada (AP) 
— A woman has filed a 
lawsuit accusing Pittsburgh 
Steelers quarterback Ben 
Roethlisberger of raping her 
last summer in his penthouse 
room at a casino in Lake 
Tahoe during a celebrity golf 
tournament. 

Roethlisberger’s lawyer 
adamantly denied the 
allegations on Tuesday, and 
was quick to point out that 
the woman never went to the 
authorities. 

“Ben has never sexually 
assaulted anyone. The timing 
of the lawsuit and the absence 
of a criminal complaint and a 
criminal investigation are the 
most compelling evidence of 
the absence of any criminal 
conduct. If an investigation 
is commenced, Ben will 
cooperate fully and Ben will 
be fully exonerated,” David 
Cornwell said in a statement. 
The suit seeks at least 
$440,000 in damages from 
the quarterback who won 
the Super Bowl this year and 
in 2006, and alleges hotel 
officials for Harrah’s Lake 
Tahoe went to great lengths 
to cover up the incident. She’s 
seeking $50,000 in damages 
from the Harrah’s officials. 
The woman’s lawsuit says 


she didn’t file a criminal 
complaint because she feared 
she would be fired and 
expected Harrah’s would side 
with Roethlisberger. 

The Steelers and NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell 
said they were looking 
into the allegations against 
Roethlisberger. 

The woman was working as an 
executive casino host last July 
when Roethlisberger struck 
up a friendly conversation 
at her desk during the golf 
tournament. 

The next night she said he 
telephoned her to tell her 
his television sound system 
wasn’t working and asked her 
to look at it. 

She said she was unable to find 
a technician so she decided to 
handle it herself because she 
had been told how important 
it was to please celebrities. 

In Roethlisberger’s room she 
said she determined the TV 
was functioning properly but 
as she turned to leave the 
quarterback stood in front of 
the door and blocked her, the 
suit claims. 

The lawsuit said he then 
grabbed her, started to kiss 
her, fondled her, pushed her 
onto his bed and raped her, the 
suit says. She said she feared 
he could or would physically 
harm her if she tried to fight 


him off but that she objected 
and protested several times. 
Afterward, he asked if there 
was a security camera in the 
hallway. She said he then 
instructed her to claim she 
had repaired his television if 
anyone asked why she was in 
his room. 

The lawsuit says the woman 
required hospitalization for 
treatment for depression after 
the alleged attack. 

The woman’s lawyer, Calvin 
R. Dunlap, of Reno, declined 
to answer questions about the 
lack of a criminal complaint 
and why the civil action 
was brought a year after the 
incident allegedly took place. 
“Neither I nor our client will 
be making any comment,” 
Dunlap said in an e-mail to 
AR “We believe the matter 
should be resolved in court 
rather than in the media.” 

The lawsuit also names 
eight Harrah’s employees as 
defendants and alleges the 
cover-up involved the chief 
of security at Harrah’s Lake 
Tahoe and was carried out 
with the knowledge of John 
Koster, president of Harrah’s 
northern Nevada operations. 
John Packer, spokesman 
for the hotel-casino, did not 
immediately return a telephone 
call seeking comment.

Contador, the 2007 Tour winner and pre-race favorite this year, 
said he struggled to fight off an attack led by brothers Andy and 
Frank Schleck of Luxembourg in the day’s second big climb. 
“We had expected (an attack) and I gave my maximum. I could 
resist but not without difficulty,” Contador said. “I’m happy 
after this difficult day.” 

Astarloza, a 29-year-old rider on the Euskadi Euskaltel team, 
thrust his fists in the air and kissed his fingers as he crossed the 
line in 4 hours, 14 minutes, 20 seconds — six seconds before 
French riders Sandy Casar and Pierrick Fedrigo. 

With about 1.2 miles to go, the Spaniard escaped three other 
breakaway riders with him and held on through the finish to 
collect his first Tour stage win. 

“I was lucky to leave alone and finish alone,” Astarloza said. 
“I’m a complete rider, but I’m not good at the sprint — so I have 
to attack from far away. 

“This is the biggest day of my career.” 

Contador, Armstrong, fourth-place teammate Andreas Kloeden, 
and third-place Bradley Wiggins of Britain all crossed 59 
seconds after Astarloza. 

Overall, Contador leads Armstrong by 1:37. Wiggins is third, 
1:46 back, while Kloeden is 2:17 behind and Andy Schleck is 
fifth, trailing by 2:26. 

Armstrong retained his spot only after playing catch-up. 

With about 22.6 miles left, Andy Schleck attacked. He was 
quickly joined by Contador and a few other riders — but not 
Armstrong. 

The Texan, after dropping back by a maximum of about 35 
seconds, then mustered a dazzling acceleration to rejoin that 
small group of favorites, which included Schleck, Contador and 
Wiggins. “I just didn’t want follow that quick acceleration like 
I tried to do on Verbier” — the first Alpine stage on Sunday, 
Armstrong said. “I’ve stayed with the other group, and then I 
realized the race was basically going away from us. 

“So, I had no choice other than trying to make the cross,” 
Armstrong said. “So I waited until we had a steeper section and 
then I got away with an acceleration.” 

Contador said he was impressed. 

“It’s easy to explain — he’s a very great rider,” the Spaniard 
said of Armstrong. “He was in the past, and he showed it once 
again.” Two-time runner-up Cadel Evans of Australia, who 
finished 3:55 back, was one of the big losers on the day. He fell 
to 17th from 14th and now trails Contador by 7:23. 

Riders scaled the highest peak at the Tour this year, the 
snowcapped Grand-Saint-Bernard pass on the Swiss-Italian 
border — at 8,113 feet. Its sister, the Petit-Saint-Bemard pass 
on the Italian-French border, was the days other big climb, and 
each was at least 13.5 miles long.Q

Micheletti para qua acepte el plan de Arias 


Bogota (EFE) - La comunidad internacional 
aumento ayer la presion sobre el presidente interino 
de Honduras, Roberto Micheletti, para que acepte 
la propuesta de Costa Rica encaminada a resolver 
la crisis politica, en medio de advertencias sobre el 
riesgo de una confrontacion en ese pais. 

La secretaria de Estado de EE.UU., Hillary Clinton, 
llamo a Micheletti desde Nueva Delhi, donde se 
encuentra de visita, para advertirle de “las posibles 
consecuencias de unas negociaciones fallidas”. 

El portavoz del Departamento de Estado, Philip 
Crowley, informo que Clinton dejo claro a Micheletti 
la necesidad de que se restaure el orden constitucional 
con una solucion pacifica y apoyo la mediacion del 
mandatario costarricense, Oscar Arias. 

La conversacion, que Crowley califico como “muy 
dura”, es la de mas alto nivel que ha mantenido la 
Administracion del presidente Barack Obama con 
Micheletti, a quien no reconoce como jefe de Estado 
legitimo. 

Micheletti rechazo el plan presentado por Arias para 
solucionar el conflicto, que preve el adelantamiento 
de las elecciones a octubre y la formacion de un 
Gobiemo de unidad nacional hasta 2010, una 
propuesta que si fue aceptada por Manuel Zelaya, 
expulsado del poder por los militares el pasado 28 


de junio. 

Por su parte, el secretario general de la Organizacion 
de Estados Americanos (OEA), Jose Miguel 
Insulza, vislumbro un escenario de confrontacion, 
si el “Gobierno de facto” encabezado por Micheletti 
insiste en permanecer en el poder. 

“Es casi imposible” evitar la violencia o “hacer 
llamados a la calma, cuando la dictadura pretende 
a vista y paciencia de toda la gente quedarse en el 
poder”, declaro Insulza a la radio Cooperativa de 
Chile. 

“Arias dio un tiempo de espera de 72 horas para que 
se cambien las posiciones, es decir, sobre todo para 
que el Gobiemo de facto flexibilice su posicion”, 
apunto. 

En una sesion del Consejo Permanente de la OEA, 
convocada para evaluar el proceso de dialogo, el ex 
ministro chileno manifesto su “pleno respaldo” a 
Arias y al plazo de 72 horas que solicito para hacer 
“recapacitar a los que han rechazado” su propuesta. 
Por su parte, el embajador de Costa Rica ante 
la OEA, Jose Enrique Castillo, aseguro que las 
“negociaciones no han fracasado”, sino que 
“progresaron significativamente”, luego de que 
Zelaya aceptara “todos los puntos” del plan. 
Ademas, destaco que la delegacion de Micheletti “no 


ha rechazado la propuesta de acuerdo” del Premio 
Nobel de la Paz de 1987, al explicar que Arias solicito 
el plazo a peticion de dicha comitiva, que necesita las 
72 horas para hacer consultas con los otros poderes 
de Honduras. 

A juicio de Castillo, “la mediacion esta muy bien 
encaminada”, y, aunque admitio: “todavia no 
tenemos garantias de exito”, se mostro conflado en 
que el proceso concluya el miercoles. 

Desde Buenos Aires, la comisaria europea de 
Relaciones Exteriores, Benita Ferrero-Waldner, hizo 
un llamamiento a la calma en Honduras y pidio a las 
partes en conflicto evitar cualquier acto que “haga 
escalar la tension” y “dar los pasos necesarios que 
permitan solucionar esta crisis pacificamente”. 

Lamento que no se haya alcanzado un acuerdo con 
base en las propuestas de Arias, pero a su vez dijo estar 
“animada” por el hecho que de las “negociaciones 
seran retomadas pronto”. 

Ferrero-Waldner conflrmo, ademas, la “dificil 
decision” de congelar 65,5 millones de euros de 
ayuda presupuestaria directa al Gobiemo hondureno, 
la cual podria ser suspendida en caso de que Zelaya 
no sea restituido en la jefatura de Estado.□
